cago Retail Druggists’ Association for the 
purpose of formulating plans for the pro- 
posed manufacturing company. At this 
meeting it was decided to start at once a 
co6perative corporation to be kriown as 
the “United States Pharmical company.’’ 


. The capital. stock of the new concern is to 


be fixed at $20,000. The par value of each 
share of stock is to be $10. ~ 

Permission was received yesterday from 
the Secretary of State to incorporate as a 
manufacturing company. A prospectus will 
be drawn up ‘today, and the subscription of 
stock will be begun at once. Just as soon as 
all the capital stock is subscrilied papers of 
incorporation will be taken out, and the com- 
pany, which is to be composed ‘wholly of re- 
tall druggists, will begin to produce many 
,of the proprietary medicines heretofore im- 
ported or bought from the big ‘patent med- 
icine”’ men. 

‘This company is the second of the kind to 
be started in-the United States. Tlie first 
Was the Western Cotperative Manufactur- 
ing Association, formed only « few days ago 
by retail druggists of Kansas, Nebraska, 
Missouri, and Colorado, \ with pnnpentare 
at Kansas City. 

The formation of both concerns grew out 
of the recent agitation by various State asso- 
clations of retail druggists against the 
wholesalers and manufacturers who supply 
patent medicines and. proprietary remedies 
to department stores, which put these reme- 
dies on the market at cut rates. The retail 

druggists’ associations in the States of Ill- 
nois, Michigan, Kansas, ebraska, Minneso- 
ia, Missouri, and Colorado, at their last an- 
nual meeting in each State, passed resvlu- 
tions to form such companies for the making 
of popular remedies from carefully selected 
and well-tried formulas. 

Albert E. Ebert, one of the leading Chicago 
druggists, who has been among the foremost 


in desiring such a concern in Illinois, said 


to a reporter for THEr TRIBUNB yesterday : 

“We have asked the wholesalers and the 
manufacturers of medicines to protect the 
retail trade time and again. They have 
told us they would not do so unless the re- 
tail druggists of the country organized and 
as an organization compelled them to it. 
Such an organization is well nigh impossi- 
ble. As a@ more practicable scheme we have 
decided to.form stock companies among 
ourselves and make our own remedies, ‘The 
big department stores -can afford to. sell 
standard remedies bélow the markers’ prices. 
They can even carry such goods at a net 
loss, because by doing so people are brought 
into their stores: and the more people they 
get inside their doors the more goods they 
sell. We cannot carry on a losing business, 
and if the patent medicine people will not 
protect us, who created their business for 
them, we have nothing left to ‘do Wut go 
into the snansithctine of such remedies our- 
selves.”’

SENATOR JONES CHARGES FORGERY. 


Avers Librarian Spofford Has Been Us- 
ing Dead Men’s Names. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
The report of the Treasury expert who has 
investigated the accounts of Ainsworth R. 
Spofford, Librarian of Congress, has been 
completed, and is in the hands of Secretary 
Carlisle. The expert finds that Mr. Spof- 
ford has for years been drawing money 
from the Treasury on vouchers bearing 
fictitious signatures of dead men or men who 
never existed, 

Mr. Spofford’s accounts were $35,000 in 


b arrears, but he has reduced this amount to 


about $8,000.: It is understood on the best 
of authority that the President contem- 
plates the removal of Mr. Spofford. 

Senator Jones of Arkansas said tonight: 

“I know that Mr. Spofford has by his own 
personal admissions to me been carrying 
‘blanks on the roll.’ That is his own expres- 
sion. ‘In other words, he has been drawing 
money from the United States Treasury to 
pay people who are either dead or never ex- 
isted. Somebody has committed a penal of- 
ense. Forgery must have been used to ob- 
tain the salaries chargeable to these mythi- 
eal characters.

SHERMAN WOULD HEAR FROM PLATT 


Ohio Senator Talks Freely About Some 
Features of His Work. 

New York, Nov. 20.—Senator Sherman of 
Ohio talked freely today in regard to his re- 
cently published book and other matters, 

“I would like to read Mr. Platt’s answer,"’ 
he said, ‘“‘to what I stated concerning the 
national convention of 1888. The. fact is, I 
desire to Know just what his explanation 
would be, If would be interesting to me.”’ 

The Senator stated that he had met ex— 
President Harrison and Warner Miller. He 
added that Mr. Miller came to his (the Sen- 
ator’s) room last evening, and they talked 
over many of the incidents of the conven- 
tion of 1888. Mr. Miller’s recollection of the 
events tallied with the Senator's. 

“The New York delegation,’’ added the 
Senator, “had a banquet on the Saturday 
before the convention of 1888, and after 
Senator Miller had made a speech they all 
agreed to support me. I received a tele- 
gram to that effect. Sunday intervene, 
and in the meantime Bikins and other 
friends of Harrison got Platt to agree to 
vote for him on the first ballot on Monday.

The Senator laughed at the sophistry of 
Mr. Garfield and continued: “I informed 
him that I did not desire to be appointed 
Secretary of the Treasury and announced 
my intention to become a candidate for the 
Senate.”’

He had robbed several 
men in the neighborhood during the night 
and was in the act of robbing Henry Werk- 
meister in front of Wells’ saloon at 4 o’clock 
in the morning, when Wells, in response to 
Werkmeister’s cries for aid, appeared. Fos- 
ter ordered the saloonkeeper away and fired 
two shots at him. One struck Wells in the 
breast and he died from the wound. 

Foster escaped, but was captured a few 
days later and fully identified by eye-wit- 
nesses to the tragedy.

SUGAR WAR IS ON ONCE MORE. 


Grocers and the Saccharine Trusts De- 
clare One More Big Quarrel. 

Trouble between the wholesale grocers’ 
trust and the sugar trust has broken out 
over the handling of plantation and beet 
Sugars. A prominent St. Louis grocery 
house is advertising plantation granulated 
Sugar at from six to 12 cents a hundred less 
than the trust price for granulated, while 
other houses in St. Louis, working under 
the factor plan as agents for the sugar 
trust, are compelled, under the policy of tne 
trust, to charge the same for plantation 
granulated as they ask for trust granu- 
lated. They do not like it, and they are try- 
ing to get the rules changed so they can 
handle the plantation sugar. 

This new. move at St. Louis has brought 
out the attitude of the trust and the grocers, 
who have combined on the factor basis, 
toward plantation and beet sugars. 
pears that these kinds have been discrimi- 
nated against in favor of the trust’s goods, 
and that foreign sugars have been likewise 
tabooed., 

Following is the latest utterance of the 
Wisconsin end of the grocers’ trust, showing 
the position the grocers in the ring, outside 
of St. Louis, take: 

** Wisconsin Wholesale Grocers’ Asssocia- 
tion, No. 828 East Water street, Milwaukee, 
Wis., Nov. 12.—At an executive meeting of 
the Wisconsin Wholesale Grocers’ Associ- 
ation held this day, the following resolu- 
tions were unanimously adopted: 

“ Resolved, That we stop all purchases of 
lion coffee for sale in this State, until such 
time as the Woolson Spice company will 
agree to do as Arbuckle Bros. are doing. 

" Mesoived, ihat in our sale or Louisiana 
Sugars they shall be graded and sold on New 
York basis. 

“ Resolved, That we abstain from pur- 
chase of foreign sugars. 

“ Resolved, That we adopt, as our selling 
price of confectionery in this State, the list 
as prepared by the Wisconsin Manufactur- 
ing Contrectioners’ Association. ’’ 

The paragraph on coffee means that the 
Woolson Spice company’s coffee will be boy- 
cotted till the concern adopts the factor 
pian now used with the Arbuckles. The 
fourth paragraph is put forth as a sop. for 
the Wisconsin manufacturing confection- 
ers’ trust, because it had-to be propitiated 
relative to sugar. The second and third 
paragraphs are the true inwardness of 
the document, the second signifying that 
Louisiana or plantation sugar must be sold 
at the same price as the trust goods, which 
virtually prohibits the sale of plantation 
sugar in Wisconsin. 

The big. retail grocers of Chicago are 
thoroughly incensed at the attitude of the 
wholesale grocers’ trust. 

“We do not intend to stand it,”’ said the 
head of one of the most prominent retail 
grocery houses here yesterday. ‘There is a 
movement on foot among the retail grocers 
of Chicago to secure coéperation among the 
retail grocers of the country to petition 
Congress to repeal the duty of one-eighth 


cent a pound and 10 cents a hundred on for- - 


eign sugars. We are bound to have free 
competition and get out from under the 
thumb of the sugar trust and the wholesale 
grocers’ trust.’’

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BIG CHURCH ON A TRIP. 


CONTRACTOR SHEELER MOVING IM- 
MANUEL BAPTIST BUILDING. 


Massive Stone Edifice, with a Steeple 


225 Feet High on One Corner, Starts 
on Its Fifty-Foot Journey to An- 
other Site—Moves Eight Inches on 
Its Railroad Track—Difiiculties in 
the Way and the Manner in Which 
They Have Been Overcome. 

Immanuel Baptist Church was moved the 
first eight inches of its fifty-foot journey on 
rollers yesterday afternoon. Contractor 
Sheeler had the massive structure moved 
far enough to satisfy him he had made no 
miscalculations in his plans. 

The church as a whole is estimated to 
weigh 13,000 tons, with a steeple on one side 
225 feet high and weighing nearly 1,400 tons. 

The church proper consists of stone walls, 
with spans inside for roof supports instead 
of posts or pillars. This is where the con- 
tractors found difficulty. 

To overcome the one relative to the walls 
nine sway-braces—iron rocds two, inches 
thick—were run through the church from 
outside to outside, to which the walls were 
securely fastened by beams, both inside and 
out. 

More than a month 100 workmen have 
been tearing out the old foundation and 
building a new one for it to rest upon at its 
new site. As fast as the old foundation was 
taken out-it was replaced by solid steel 
spans. Upon this foundation of timber a 
railroad was built of regulation railroad 
rails. The solid steel spans were put in as 
the foundation for the church to roll on. 
Between these spans and the railroad 
tracks are hundreds of round steel bars, 
three feet long and two inches thick, which 
are used as the rollers. ; 

The novel feature about the project, out- 
side of its immensity, is the manner by 
which the great structure was put in motion 
yesterday. Jackscrews were placed hori- 
zontally between the north ends of the steel 
spans forming the foundation of the church, 
and huge timbers, 15x15 inches. These tim- 
bers were anchored by chains to the founda- 
tion under the track, so that when the jack- 
screws were turned the pressure fell upon 
these anchored timbers and moved the 
church whatever distance the screw was 
turned. 

At 8:45 o’clock yesterday Contractor Shce- 
ler had fifty-five men in position with iron 
turning bars, besides as many horizontal 
jackscrews. At 3:52 o’clock he blew a whis- 
tle and the fifty-five men slowly and steadily 
gave a one-quarter turn of the screw. The 
big structure had moved nearly half an inch 
on its journey, and the one critical moment 
of the whole job had passed. In the next 
eight minutes it was moved nearly two 
inches. 

Shortly before 5 o’clock about eight Inches 
had been covered, and the work was stopped 
for the day. 

The moving will be continued this morn- 
ing, and will be finished inside of ten days. 
The Baptists expect to get into the church 
again by New Year's day. 


M. J. O°7BRIEN HELD WITHOUT BAIL. 


Coroner’s Jury Finds He Committed 
Wife-Murder, as Charged. 

Michael J. O’Brien was yesterday held to 
the grand jury without bail for the murder 
of his reputed wife, Mrs. Julia O’Brien, at 
No. 885 West Madison street, on Tuesday 
evening. 

Mrs. Nellie Halvorson. sister of the dead 
woman, was the principal witness before the 
Coroner’s jury, She testified O’Brien and 
her sister were married in Milwaukee last 
June. She reiterated her statement made 
to the police at the time of the murder. She 
said her sister had known of the presence 
of O’Brien’s first wife in the city only a 
few days, since which time she had been try- 
ing to get her things from the O’Brien flat. 

O’Brien refused to say anything about the 
case, or to affirm or deny he had killed the 
woman. After the inquest he was taken to 
the Armory, where his photograph was 
taken. Then he was removed to the County

“The body of Mrs. O’Brien will be:taken to 
Cato, Wis., where the parents reside, for 
burial.

% Early yesterday morning the Rev, Father 
Schuler of St. Malachy’s Chuch was called 
io administer the last sacraments to the 
first Mrs. O’Brien, who was thought to be 
dying. Since her arrival from Syracuse, N. 
Y., a week ago, she has been confined to her 
100m by verious illness. When informed of 
the tragedy she relapsed into unconscious- 
ness and grew rapidly worse. During brief 
periods of consciousness sne stated she 
never suspected O’Brien’s unfaithfulnmess. 

Harold, the 12-year-old son of Mrs. O’Brien, 
said: **‘ My mother has been very sick since 
coming. here, and I am afraid she is going 
to die. Today they told me my father was 
in jail for murdering a woman.”’ 

O’Brien’s marriage with the woman whom 
he shot he denies, but such a marriage 
certificate hangs in the parlor of Mrs. Hal- 
vyorson’s flat, and she says it is genuine, 

Attorney R. E. Cantwell, who appeared 
for the prisoner at the inquest, said he knew 
a divorce had been secured by O’Brien from 
his first wife more than three years ago. 
“he first wife returned to this city during 
the time O’Brien was confined to his bed 
with delirium tremens,” said Mr. Cantwell 
‘‘She took possession of the flat) when 
O’Brien did not know what was taking 
place.”’ 

Last night O’Brien asserted he firmly be- 
lieved the woman he murdered is still alive, 
ond he is locked up charged with the crime 
for the purpose of blackmail. ‘ Mrs, lial- 
sorson lies when she says that I shot her 
sister,”’. he exclaimed, “‘and I don’t know 
anything about any shooting.”

Enlargement of the People’s Breath- 
ing Spot Is to Be Accomplished by 
the Acquisition of Submerged Land, 
if All the Ideas Now Favorably, 
Thought Of Are Carried Out—Ex- 
Judge Jamieson Submits a Plan— 
More Lights Provided For. 


Plans for increasing the area of Lincoln 
Park by several hundred acres were taken 
up by the Board of Commissioners yesterday 
afternoon. The park board has paid off a 
debt of $75,000 left by a preceding one, and 
now has in its treasury $100,000, which it can 
expend for improvements. 

Yesterday’s session took under special con- 
sideration the enlargement and extension of 
the park’s limits. It is proposed to add 500 
acres of land to the park. These acres now 
form a part of the tom of Lake Michigan. 

“AS soon as the Park Commissioners get 
through with them, according to plans now 
being advanced,” said Commissioner Beck- 
er, “and they are found to be practicable, 
we will turn the paw submerged land into 
one of the mo utiful sections of Lincoln 
Park and relieve the now somewhat crowded 
condition of the central portion of our beau- 
tiful park. If the plans proposed to enlarge 
the park are carried out it will make the ad- 


dition like a garden spot, far away from the 
noise and dust of the city. 


Plans for the Reclaiming. 


After hearing a favorable opinion f 
AStOrmey E. O. Brown in reaawd to the theta 
. the board to the riparian rights along the 
ake shore, and the right to reclaim sub- 
merged land, ex-Judge Egbert Jamieson 
offered the following resolution: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Com- 
missioners of Lincoln Park that the interests 
of the public would be served in the enlarge- 
ment of Lincoln Park by the reclamation of 
submerged lands under Lake Michigan, lying 
north of the north line or limit of the Town 
of Lake View, and extending eastward as 
far as the depth of the water renders prac- 
ticable, and this board does therefore decide 
to make such an enlargement of Lincoln 
Park. Further it is ordered that the Super- 
intendent and engineer of Lincoln Park are 
hereby directed to prepare and present to 
this board as early as practicable for its 
consideration and action a plan for such en- 
largement of Lincoln Park. 

“And that such plan shall include a boule- 
vard or driveway with one terminus upon 
that portion of Sheridan road known as the 
North Shore drive, near and north of its 
intersection with Grace street, and the other 
terminal on the shore of Lake Michigan south 
of and near to the northern line or limit of 
the Town of Lake View, the course of said 
proposed boulevard or driveway to be over 
submerged lands of Lake Michigan, and its 
general line to be as far eastward as the 
depth of water renders, in the opinion of 
said Superintendent and engineer, filling or 
reclaiming reasonably practicable without 
too great cost. ) 

“And that said plans shall also include a 
breakwater, sea wall, or other beach protec- 
tion upon the outer line of said boulevard or 
driveway. 

“And that upon said plan the submerged 
lands between the shore line as it at present 
exists and is shown on said plan and the pro- 
posed boulevard or driveway as it is shown 
on said plan shall be designated ‘as lands 
which it is proposed to reclaim and {Improve 
and use as a park.’”’ 


Limits of the Enlargement. 


The southern limit of this proposed en- 
largement is at the bend in Sheridan drive, 
which was formerly the connection of Grace 


‘and Byron streets, and where the fountain 


presented by C. T. Yerkes will be located. 
The north limit is the town line of Lake 
View as far as the jurisdiction of the Board 
extends. 

A committee composed of President Craw- 
ford, Commissioner Jamieson, and A. &. 
Brown, attorney for the board, have had the 
matter of park enlargement in charge. 

Attorney Brown gave an opinion that un- 
der the riparian right act and with the 
powers given to the Public Park Commis- 
sioners by laws passed by the Legislature 
they could extend their domains, and under 
the riparian right laws they could go ahead 
and build a boulevard or driveway on the 
outer edge of the submerged land they pro- 
posed to reclaim, and that the submerged 
land lying between this and the shore legally 
belonged to the park and could be filled in, 

The surveys and plans and soundings of 
the lake will be made by Park Superintend- 


ent Alexander and A. A. Babcock, the en- 


gineer for the board. 

A special meeting of the Commissioners 
will be-held on Saturday at 3 o’clock to hear 
their reports, and the matter will be further 
considered. 

More Electric Lights. 

In addition to the proposed enlargement 
of the park other improvements are being 
considered. Commissioner Henrici advised 
the purchasing of more electric lamps and 
poles and that a better lighiing service in 
general be made in the parks. Acting on 
this, the Superintendent was authorized to 
buy 700 electric light poles that were used 
a: the World’s Fair grounds. In addition 
to this it is determined to buy five new dy- 
namos and three engines, and to put up in 
the park 400 of the new poles. With the 
underground wire and system complete it 
will cost $50,000, 

Commissioner Jamieson is in favor of keep- 
ing the parks lighted and open to the public 
until 12 o’clock instead of closing at 9 o’clock, 
as it déne during the fall and winter months. 
This will probably be done, as it is favored 
by several of the members,

The committee also reported and the board 
adopted the schedule for opening new man- 
ual training schools, as foreshadowed in 
THE TRIBUNE several days ago.

They invited the Armenians to 
regpen their stores. Their attack on Friday 
night had been unsuccessful, as the houses 
were too well protected; so0 they had to 
change their plans. They determined to 
allure the Armenians out of their strong- 
holds and to kill them like dogs in the mar- 
ket, and so they did. 

Qn Tuesday, Oct; 8, at 11 o’eclock, the 
trumpet gave the signal for slaughter. The 
massacre began in the market, where all the 
Armenians were killed without mercy. 
Then it spread to the Armenian quarter of 
the city, where a furious mob of bashi- 
bagouks, lazes, and regular soldiers at- 
tacked the houses and killed all the in- 
write the details; they 
would make you soul-sick, like me. The 
killing and plundering lasted six hours, 
during which time at least 10,000 shots were 
fired, without counting the bloody work of 
swords and daggers. 

The foreign Consuls contented themselves 
with raising their national flags over the 
legations. 

‘Murder and plunder’ was the motto of 
Islam from 11 a. m. to 5:p. m. This motto 
they fulfilled with the utmost exactness of 
the faithful. I will give you a few in- 
stamces of barbarity, since it is not possible 
to itell all. 

A shopkeeper was shot down, and his 

asgailants continued to fire bullets into his 
lifaless body. A dervish passed by. “Cut 
the gaiours up in this way,’’ exclaimed the 
holy man, and began to cut the corpse into 
small pieces with his knife. 
'|& merchant gave a soldier fifty pounds 
to Spare his life, but as soon as he turned 
his back he was shot down by that very 
solilier. 

A Captain made his victim lie down on 
the ground, so that he might enjoy the 
pleasure of killing an infidel like a sheep. 
Many embraced Mohammedanism and thus 
saved their lives. 

me corpses of the massacred were either 
thrown into the sea or buried in a ditch 
as usual. In addition, the Armenian priests 
buried 214 of them, We heard of the Sas- 
soun massacres last year about this time. 
Now we have had 4 faithful reproduction 
of 'them, for which we must thank the 
genius and taste of our Mohammedan 
neighbors. 

ihe French missionaries showed exem- 
plary courage and devotion during all this 
Slaughter. They sheltered hundreds of fam- 
ilies in their large buildings. They fed and 
dressed these homeless fugitives, and did 
everything possible to relieve their griefs. 

The scene in those buildings was terrible 
beyond description. Large groups of wom- 
ered children were weeping aloud for their 
lost relatives. The wounded were taken care 
of with the greatest kindness by those tréres, 
who proved themselves real brothers to the 
poor survivors of the calamity. 

The neighboring villages shared the same 
fate. Mala, Sefanos, Bairam, Argalia, Di- 


vranos, Zizaxa, and other Armenian villages . 


were plundered and many of the inhabitants 
killed. They compelled many Armenian 
women to become Mohammedans, telling 
them there was not an Armenian left in the 
city. Several of them fied to the city to see 
if it were true that none of their own race 
were in existence, and if they, must em- 
brace Islam. 
On the’day after the massacre the whole 
city was placed under martial law. The 
survivors of the massacre hid themselves as 
best they could, but they were surrounded 
by the soldiers and ordered to surrender. 
Most of them were arrested and imprisoned 
in| the barracks. A court-martial was 
ed to judge them. Many of the prison- 
ers, were chained and tortured to make 
them confess that they had rebelled against 
the Imperial Government! This was the 
most unbearable part of the farce, to mas- 
i re an unarmed people and then to form 
@ourt-martial to judge them as rebels 
because they were guilty of surviving the

That which stimulated this production of 
song verses was the scattering broadcast 
last May of circulars over the country an- 
nouncing the contest. Miss-Jane Addams, 
H. N. Higinbotham, and W. L. Tomlins in- 
stituted the competition, according to the 
circular, “realizing the dearth of good 
songs which shall express the newer sense 
of fellowship, and being convinced that the 
labor movement will not attain a full and 
peaceful development without an orderly 
and musical expression of its hopes.’’ The 
competition was open to any one in the 
United States, the songs to be capable of 
being set to music. 

Although the competition was announced 
to close Aug. 1, by request from many quar- 
ters it was extended to Sept. 1. Soon after 
that time John Vance Cheney began to 
wade through the pile of 3,000 manuscripts 
looking for evidences of poetic genius.

Of these Mr. Tomlins discarded one because 
it could not be set to music, and. the judges 
did not think any other of sufficient merit 
to substitute for the one discarded. So 
there is no third prize.

Miss Mary A. Lathbury, the winner of the 
first prize, lives at East Orange, N. J. She 
has been familiarly called the “Chautauqua 
Poet,”” having written a number of songs 
which are favorites at the summer gather- 
ings at Chautauqua Lake, N. Y., where she 
is well known.

“Mr. Grau made me an offer to come to 
America, but his way of doing business was 
very tiresome to me. He would make me 
an offer and then he would offer me a little 
more and then he would offer me a little 
more.

He suc- 
cumbs to the influence of Ortrud, and be- 
lieves Lohengrin, through his magic, to be 
a dangerous man to his*land. He is honor- 
able and upright in his purpoge, even though 
after Lohengrin has given him his life he 
should attempt again-to kill him. If he had 
pardoned him twenty times he would still 
have. wanted to take his life, and for the 
very reasons which first prompted him to 
the act.

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SUCCESSFUL BUSINESS-MEN IN POLI- 
TICS FURNISH TOPICS. 


How to Get Good Citizens In and Then 
Control Them for Good Legislation 
Discussed—Judge Moran Suggests 
Making Election Day a Holiday and 
Shutting Up Shop—Views on Com- 


pulsory Voting—End of Political . 


. Bossism Thought Approaching. 
Under penalty the entire class of “‘suc- 
cessful business-men”’ was declared forced 
into the arena of active politics at the third 
fellowship dinner of the Review club at the 
Auditorium last evening. They were or- 
dered to become politicians straightway, be- 
cause their country needed their talent. 
Under equal compulsion the “most suc- 
cessful business-men’’ were next ordered 
out of legislation by enraged public senti- 
ment on the ground thtir furtherance of 
the ambitions of great corporations was the 


‘poisoned fountain from which flowed the 


corruption of. all civic institutions. But for 
the handwriting of some of Chicago’s 
“greatest business-men”’ upon the walls of 
the Common Council it was declared “dum- 
my” Aldermen would not sit voting away 
public possessions with such unwearying 
fidelity to private gain. 

As a compromise it was agreed all citi- 


zens should experience a quickening of pa-. 
/triotism—all should hallow the sanctity of 


the ballot—but the “‘most successful busi- 
ness-man’’ was not told whether he was ex- 
pected to go in or stay out. 


At the Tables. 

One hundred and sixty-five voters sat 
down to the banquet. President G. J. Corey 
presided. At the speakers’ table were gath- 
ered politicians, other men who admitted 
they had been moderately successful in 
buginess, and a third element comprising 
Judges and an ex-Judge of the Cook County 
bench. 

“What shall be done to compel the active 
interest in politics of our most successful 
business and professional men?’ was the 
subject propounded gravely by President 
Corey when the air had become hazy with 
fragrant cigar smoke, 

“Before entering on the discussion,” said 
the presiding officer, ‘‘ the Review club will 
rise and sing ‘America.’”’’ It was sung with 
volume and spirit by more than 100 voices 
supported by a cornet and orchestra. 

Indifference among substantial business- 
men, Mr. Corey said, had become glaring 
enough to be called into the pillory of pub- 
lic. condemnation. To settle the question 
properly, therefore, the Review club had 
assembled a full bench, counsel for the de- 
fense, prosecutors, and jury. Ex-Judge 
Thomas A. Moran was introduced to open 
the case. He said in part: 


“How can we compel active interest in 


politics upon the part of citizens? The State 
gives the right of suffrage—not the Nation— 
and the State can impose conditions on suf- 
rage. Do men refuse to vote because they 
are not patriotic? I do not think so. Many 
business-men stay away from the polls be- 
cause of evils in our primary methods, of 
bossism. Citizens sulk in their tents when 
party nominees do not suit them, and do 
not vote at all, 


Misrule of Party Bosses. 

‘In brief, you, sir, as a Republican, and I 
as a Democrat, are both victims to the mis- 
rule of party bosses and the spoils of public 
service. While this system lasts we may not 
expect clean men of capacity to engage in 
politics. 

“TI have a notion which I am going to offer 
to youtonight: There are days to be remem- 
bered each year in the history of our coun- 
try—our national holidays. They are saints’ 
days in the. American calendar. But there 
is one day greater and grander to Americans 
—election day-—that is the citizen’s holiest 
day. There are laws to honor the Sabbath 
day. As American citizens are we not en- 
titled to have laws for the honoring of elec- 
tion day? Why, is not our liberty and the 
perpetuation of American institutions dear 
enough to warrant laws making it an offense 
~ merchants to keep stores open on that 

ay? 

“A law.that would serve to make every 
business-man remember election day would 
serve in great measure to make him yote. [ 
would’ enact a penalty to compel the citizen 
to vote, 

‘But, you say, you can lead a horse to 
water, but you can’t make him drink. All 
right, but I would at least lead citizens up 
to the polls and then, if they won’t vote, the 
burden is not with us. A heavy fine would 
soon destroy apathy. That would result in 
abolishing the bosses who now exist because 
they find a field for going about buying 
voters.”’ 

Criticises Compulsion. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Beale fol- 
lowed. After recounting the promise which 
the enactment of the civil service laws gave 
the private citizen he said laws to compel 
voting would be no more effective than laws 
compelling jury service, which most busi- 
ness-men evade and yet avoid punishment. 

Prof. Benjamin 8S. Terry of the University 
of Chicago thought Judge Moran’s remedy 
might reach the evil. The development of a 
healthy public sentiment was outlined as 
the salvation for luke-warm citizenship. 

Judge Henry B. Freeman said: “I am not 
sure we want mainly our best business-men 
to take part in politics. Our best business- 
men are not always our best citizens. If 
some of our best business-men did not take 
so much interest in the politics of our Com- 


mon. Council—if they did not go there so. 


frequently to buy the great privileges which 
of right belong only to our people—there 
would be less corruption there. And if those 
same successful business-men did not main- 


tain their poor, craven henchmen in office | 


we would see more of our ‘less successful 
business-men,’ but more patriotic citizens in 
public service.” 
Political Bossism. 

Frank O. Sowden .decried political boss- 
ism and saw its overthrow in civil service. 

Col. D. W. Munn of La Grange said com- 
pulsory voting would not be constitutional. 
He said merchants should learn to take the 
same interest in public servants they had 
in the men who do their private business. 

Judge John Barton Payne said the gov- 


ernment being based on the equality of the * 


people its success depended on the welfare of 
the whole people. 

Frank Wenter wanted to see the great 
middle grade of business-men enter politics 
and control the polls. He did not believe 
officeholders should make promises to sup- 
porters. When business-men took hold of 
elections such conduct would no longer be 
essential to the success of candidates,

CARLISLE E WOULD RETIRE THE GREEN- 


The address by Mr. C 
the Treasury, at the annual dinper of the 
New York Chamber of Commerce Tuesday 
evening was a strong plea for the retire- 
ment of the legal tenders. He took the 
ground that vo change made in our curren- 
ey system will affo f unless it pro- 
vides for this retirement, as the circulation 
of the legal tenders has @ tendency to drive 
out of use and out of the country the very 
gold in which the government is compelled 
to redeem them. 

Hiis exact language was this: | 

** No change that can be made in our cur- 
rency system will afford the relief to which 
the government and the people are entit#ed 
unless it provides for the retirement and 
cancellation of the legal tender United 
States notes. Anything less than this will 
be simply a palliative and not a cure for 
the financial ills to which the eountry is 
now subject.” 

He added that “no other government in 
the world is required to supply gold from its 
treasury to discharge the private obliga- 
tions of its citizens.” Furthermore he 
pointed out that the long continued use of 
legal tender paper has fayored the theory 
that the government can create money fiat 
fashion by placing its stamp upon paper or 
other material; that a legislative enact- 
ment can make 50 cents equal in value to 
100 cents; and that artificially inflated 
priceg paid in a depreciated currency are 
better for the people than natural prices 
paid in a sound currency. He said the agi- 
tation for the free coinage of. legal tender 
silver is predicated upon the same principle 
that underlies the making of paper promises 
a legal tender, but with the great difference 
that the government has promised to repay 
in dollars, while “ the free coinage of legal 
tender silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 would be 
a forced loan from the people to the owners 
of silver mines and silver bullion without a 
promise of repayment by anybody.” 

In the last two years interest-bearing 
bonds to the amount of $162,215,400 have 
been issued to procure gold for the redemp- 
tion of the legal tender notes. and those 
notes remain the same as before. They 
have been redeemed, but still are unpaid be- 
cause reissued. Secretary Carlisle stated 
this, but did not say anything about the fact 
that Democratic tinkering with the tariff 
had reduced the national revenues so much 
that it was necessary to pay out the notes 
and draw upon the gold in the National 
Treasury to meet the deficiency, which was 
a big one. Nevertheless, his argument is a 
sound one. So long as the greenbacks and 
the Sherman Treasury notes can. be pre- 
sented at the Treasury with a demand for 
their redemption in gold, and are to be im- 
mediately paid out again, whether for gov- 
ernment expenses or for any other lawful 
purpose, the Treasury Department acts asa 
bank instead of being simply a public agency 
for managing the fiscal affairs of the gov- 
ernment. 

Secretary Carlisle is entitled to credit for 
having called attention to the fget that 
vague and indefinite declarations in regard 
to the currency question by the great polit- 
ical organizations of the country tend to 
‘harm. He held it to be the duty of all who 
are in any degree responsible for the welfare 
of the country to insist that there shall be 
no further equivyocation or evasion in our 
treatment of this great subject. We ought 
to “make our meaning so clear and our 
purpose so plain that they can neither be 
misunderstood nor successfully misrepre- 
sented. If a majority of the people of the 
United States are in favor of the main- 
tenance of the present standard of value 
they ought to have an opportunity to 


say so.”” 


That is sound doctrine. The free silver 
extremists are outspoken in a demand fora 
breaking down of the currency unit to about 
half its present value, and have the effront- 
ery to designate as “ gold bugs” every one 
who does not indorse this nefarious proposi- 
tion for making the debtor rich at the ex- 
pense of his creditor. It is time for honest 
men, whether Republicans or Democrats, 
to insist upon it that their political platform 
shall not be like those trumpets which give 
forth an uncertain sound, but shall declare 
definitely and distinctly for the maintenance 
of the present standard of our currency 
values. 


THE SULTAN’S LETTER TO SALISBURY. 

It would. not have been surprising had the 
Turkish Sultan Abdul Hamid been poi- 
soned. Sultans have been poisoned before. 
It would not have been surprising had Ab- 


dul Hamid gene insane, as was reported 


Sultans have been insane before him. In- 
sanity has been a taint of late in the Oth- 
man stock. But neither poisoning nor lu- 
nacy would have been as-surprising as 
what Abdul Hamid has really done. He 
has taken a step unparalleled in diplomacy, 
ancient or modern. In the’ history of Sul- 
tans, Czars, Emperors, and Kings a simi- 
lar occurrence cannot be feund. 

Upon the occasion of the Lord Mayor's 
banquet, given in London ch Nov. 9, Lord 
Salisbury made an address in which he ex- 
pressed the conviction that the Sultan 
would not carry out the reforms which were 
demanded -by the powers and which he had 
agreed to execute, and menaced him with 
the application of force and, in the last re- 
sort, with the dismemberment of his em- 
pire. It has set the whole diplomatic world 
agog that the Sultan has taken the extraor- 
dinary step of writing a personal letter to 
Lord Salisbury asking him to make another 
speech which shall correct the statements 


made in the first one. Lord Salisbury ac- 


ceded to the request of the Sultan, which 
was.in the nature of a demand not to be 
disregarded without a violation of courtesy, 
and thus waa presented the extraordinary 
.| spectacle of the English Premier making 
a. speech and Jefining the policy of the Sul- 
tan as the latter had: outlined it in his let- 
ter, not to tae Foreign Office or to the 
Queen, but substantially to the English peo- 


ple. It is not remarkable that there were 


rumors of the Sultan's insanity. 
The substance of the Sultan’s letter is 
contained in his statement that he will exe- 
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| what the Sultan wou 
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like to heart 
cluding, Lord Salisbury said; “’The powers 
will doubtless do their best, but do not imag- 
ine that the deep-seated diseases on the em- 
pire can be cured a wave of the ma- 
gician’s wand. The tesult of long years of 
terror must be’paid for, and the cruel law is 
that those who will pay are not those who 
were guilty of the offense.” 

In all this there is little comfort for Abdul 
Hamid, ‘and little prospect that his fears 
will be allayed, ‘for the letter written to 
Lord Salisbury admits of but one explana- 
tion—namely: that it was the result of the

CAROLINIANS TALK AGAINST 
LYNCHINGS., 

The feeling that something must be done 
to put a stop to lynchings is growing in 
South Carolina as in other States, and the 
constitutional convention, now in session at 
Columbia, has incorporated in the néw 
organic law it is framing a provision which 
it is believed will have a tendency to check 
outrages which have become so alarmingly 
frequent. 

A section has been adopted which declares 
that if through any neglect, permission, or 
connivance on the part of the officer who 
has him in charge, a prisoner is taken out of 
his custody by any unlawful assemblage 
and suffers violence, or is put to death, that 
officer shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, shall be deposed from office when 
indicted, and removed if convicted, and dis- 
qualified from future office-holding. So 
that “public sentiment” may not acquit 
him, the trial has to be in another county. 

It is believed that the effect of this provis- 
ion will be to make Sheriffs more solicitious 
for the care of their prisoners, and that they 
will not allow mobs to break into jails when 
the loss of theit offices will be the conse- 
quence. 

A further provision i is to the effect that any 
county in which 4 lynching takes place shall, 
without regard to the conduct of the offi- 
cers, be liable in damages to the person 
hurt, or to his legal representative if killed. 
The minimum amount of damages is fixed 
at $1,000, but the jury may give as much 
more as it sees fit. This is an excellent 
measure, and there is no reason why it 
should not be adopted in every State. Ifa 
county has te pay something on account of 
property destroyed by a mob it ought to pay 
something when life is taken by a mob. 

It is believed, and probably with reason, 
that the taxpayera of a county will not be 
so indifférent regarding lynchings when 
they have to foot the bill and that they will 
come to the assistance of Sheriffs with more 
promptness than they do now. They de- 
plore lynchings often, but they do nothing 
_to prevent them, 

The discussions in the convention, and the 
action taken by it, furnish good evidence 
that the influential South Carolinians are 
tired of lynchings., Senator Tillman said 
that he wanted to make them “as dangerous 
and costly as possible. ’* Itmay bethatonlya 
few juries will convict Sheriffs or cost coun- 
ties in damages, but even a few verdicts 
will be a great step in the right direction. 


WHY LAFE PENCE LEFT CONGRESS. 

Lafe Pence, the Populist ex-Congressman 
from Colorado, intimates that he has given 
up politics and gone te practicing law be- 
cause the former “‘ meant too little money 
and too much expense.” He did not reach 


after the voters of his Congressional dis- 
trict said by 47,700 to 34,200 that they 
thought it was better for Lafe to take a rest 


Colorado in Congress was concerned. They 
made up their minds last November that he 
was impairing his intellect and. injuring 
their business by devoting himself to the 
substitution of 50-cent silver dollars for 
100-cent gold ones, So they gave him a 
long vacation in which to cool off and get 
the silver out of his brain. He was not so 
far gone as to be unable to take the hint, 
and has removed to the State of New York 
and gone into the law’ business for a living. 
But if the Colorado voters had not turned 
him down he would have gladly kept in 
politics and in Congress, and have continued 
to proclaim that the way to save the country 
was to debase the value of the currency by 
50 per cent.

THE : WEATHER AND PNEUMONIA. 
The official publication of the United 


\Btates Wéather Bureau credits Dr. Baker 


of the Michigan State Board of Health with 
having added valuable information to our 
knowledge of some of the conditions under 
Which .bronchitis and pneumonia become 
Prevalent. Dr. Baker has suggested as a 


‘probable explanation of the greater tenden- 


‘ey to these diseases in cold weather the fact 


that cold air is necessarily dry air, for the 


reason that the capacity of air for sustain- 


-ing moisture increases with the tempera- 


ture. Cold air that has been taken into the 
lungs is exhaled at a much higher tempera- 
ture, and ‘contains a far greater quantity 
of aqueous vapor than when inhaled, This 
increase of yapor in the expired air is ac- 
quired by evaporation from the respiratory 
passages, and Dr. Baker thinks this is a 
chief factor in the causing of inflammatory 
affections of these passages which are so 
greatly prevalent during the winter months. 
The extent of the change may be indicated 
by the statemtnt that ten cubic feet of air 
at the temperature of 32 degrees Fahrenheit 
can sustain only twenty-one grains of water 
in the form .of vapor, while at 98 degrees, 
which is the temperature of the expired air, 
it can hold in suspension 187 grains, or 
nearly nine timesas much. As the tendency 
of air always is to take up from surround- 
ing surfaces moisture enough to fill it up to 
the point of saturation, this fact explains 
the evaporation that always is in progress 
from moist surfaces, even from ice in very 
cold weather.

AN investigation of cattle tuberculosis has 
been made at the Iowa Agricultural College 
experiment station. The following results 
are announced, most if not. all of which 
have been deduced from work previously 
undertaken but now confirmed: Tuber- 
culosis of the lower animals is identical with 
human consumption. It is an infectious 
disease, and may be transmitted from man 
to the lower animals and from the lower 
animals to man. Tuberculosis causes more 


, deaths in the human family than any other . 


disease, cows are especially susceptible to 
it, and are extensively affected by it. Milk 
from cows affected with it may convey 
disease td the consumer, even though the 
animals may have non-affected udders. 
The flesh of tuberculous animals may con- 
vey the disease. A large proportion of the 
cases cannot be recognized by clinical ex- 
amination. The tuberculin test is prac- 
tically infallible, and no other test yet dis- 
covered can detect any considerable propor- 
tion of disease in the living subject. In- 
jections of tuberculin cannot produce tuber- 
culosis, nor are the results harmful. The 
published report states that autopsies were 
held recently on three diseased animals that 
had received at intervals ten injections of 
tuberculin. Two of them were fat, apparent- 
ly in the best of health, and showed only 
very slight lesions. 
able that in these animals the tuberculin ex- 
erted, to a certain extent at least, a curative 
effect.” 


Tue Winter School of Agriculture at the 
University of Illinois offers free tuition from 
Jan. 6 to March 25 next to those who wish to 
study the ‘business side of agriculture and to 
whom a knowledge of agricultural facts and 
practices is of first importance. The school 
does not attempt a liberal education in any 
sense of the term. The aim is to teach sound 
practice and impart exact technical infor- 
mation. It helps to the study of farm af- 
fairs with the direct view to their better- 
ment, the fitness of various breeds of live 
stock for improving the common stock of 
the country, and the care, feeding, and 
management of live stock with’direct refer- 
ence to profit. The management of soils, 
adaptation of crops to soil and locality, 
work with milk at the vat, the diagnosis 
and treatment of most of the ordinary dis- 
eases of farm animals, studied at the week- 
ly clinic, and actual operations in horti- 
culture are among the subjects of instruc- 
tion. There are no entrance examinations 


“and no charges of any kind, except for 


actual breakage of apparatus, and a series 
of freé lectures is expected to add to the in- 
terest and profit of the student during the 
coming winter term. The opportunity to 
acquire a working knowledge of the science 
of farm life is one that ought to be ex- 
tensively embraced by the young farmers of 
lllinois during the cold weather. 


THAT economical Board of County Com- 
missioners which voted to build a new jail 
out of the material of the old one, the latter 
to be used till the former was completed, has 
an imitator in the architect’s office of the 
Treasury Department. It wants the plumb- 
ing fixtures in the old government building 
to be used in the structure now hearly com- 
pleted on the lake front. But as the gov- 
ernment employés are not ready to move 
with the fixtures they will have to remain 
for a month or so in the old building with no 
way of keeping warm. They will have to 
work without heat during the busiest season 
of the year. It isno wonder that the officers 
in the building rebelled when the contractor 
sent around some men to rip out those fixt- 
ures and freeze out the inmates, That is 
economy run mad. The old fixtures are 
hardly worth moving. It would be better to 
buy! new ones for the temporary building 
and let the employés use the old ones to keep 
themselves warm during November and De- 
cember.

A DiIsPaTcHu from Constantinople for the 
first time outlines the demands made by the 
“young Turkish party,"’ which is just now 
making it uncomfortable for the Sultan by 
adding domestic turmoil to the pressure of 
the foreign powers. It calls for the consti- 
tution of 1877, the rigid enforcement of laws, 
the removal of Abdul Hamid from the 
throne, and the rescue of the Moslems, 
Christians, and Jews alike from tyranny. 
The constitution of 1877 was proclaimed by 
the present Sultan in the second year of 
his reign, immediately following the Rus- 
sian war. It contained several provisions 
looking towards organic reforms and a 
more liberal form of government. That it 
has never been carried out is only another 
illustration of the prevarications, duplicity, 
and weakness of the present ruler of Tur- 
key. 


ACCORDING to Prof. A. H. Sayce the re- 
searches of the last few years confirm a 
previously entertained idea that Syria and 
Palestine were under Babylonian domina- 
tion long before the days of Abraham, and 
certainly a century before the exodus.

Among 
the tablets recently discovered are frag- 
ments of Babylonian stories which had 
served as reading lessons to the Egyptian 
or Canaanite student in the Egyptian lan- 
guage and mode of representing it for the 
reader. One of these fragments contains 
an attempt to account for the origin of sin in 
the world.

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British Telegraph Service Losing 
Money. ue 


The latest report of the Postmaster-General 
England shows that the annual deficit of the tele- 
graph service goes bad to worse. In sever 
years the loss now arpounts to nearly $13,000,000. 
and this in spite of, oF perhaps because of, 2 good 
increase in the business done. To put it bluntly, 
the English telegraphs are bankrupt and are only 
kept up by heavy. drains on the national purse. 
There are now 9,661 telegraph offices in the United 
Kingdom, and the num of messages has reached 
71,589,064 per — or an average per head of 
population somewhat larger than our own, 
by no means evince the rapid acceleration seen 
in the use of the telephone. In this country there 
are now ten times as many telephone conversa- 
tions exchanged as there are telegrams sent each 
year; but in all England there are only 60,000 ex- 
change telephones, so that the telephone has not 
yet begun to act as a serious check on telegraphic 
expansion and revenue, Yet it is already noticed 
in London that the more general use of the tele- 
phone has kept down the increase in the number of 
telegrams to about 250,000. <A very interesting 
feature of the English work is that during the year 
nineteen additional shore lighthouses _ and lMght 
stations have been connected with the network, 
while cables have been laid to two lightships and 
one lighthouse rock.

“I do not believe any man ever saw or 
talked with God; I do not believe God in- 
spiredthe Mosaic code, or toid the historians 
what they say he did about woman, for all 
the religions on the face of the earth de- 
grade her, and so long as woman accepts the 
position they assign her, her emancipation 
is impossible.”’ 

Of course this revised Bible has caused 
considerable comment. The book has been 
stbmitted to prominent personages, and 
a are interesting samples of opin- 
on, 

“Mrs. Stanton’'s original plan of transla- 
tion of those parts of the Bible relating to 
women, by a body of thoroughly competent 
women scholars, I think an excellent one, 
for we will never have a correct interpreta- 
tion of the text itself or be able to grasp 
the real significance of the woman’s part 
in Biblical history, nor will we realize the 
sublime heights and depths of many of its 
wonderful lessons until women, as well as 
men, are upon the Board of Translators. As 
far as considering Mrs. Stanton’s produc- 
tion of a woman's Bible, there can be no 
such thing as a woman’s Bible. The Bible 
is one and has no sex. Asa translation of 
the Bible it is of very little value, as there 
has been no real study of the original manu- 
scripts by competent women scholars, nor 
is such a study possible at the present time. 
Ii is scarcely a criticism of other commenta- 
tors—in fact, it is little more than a series 


| of comments founded upon certain refer- 


ences to women, from which a remarkably 
brilliant, though not an unprejudiced wom- 
an, has written a number of more or less 
interesting sermons, many of which end 
with an excellent application and moral.

“While the intention of these good women 
is no doubt right, I can see no reason fora 
woman's Bible. No book on earth does such 
justice to women as the Bible as we now 
have it. You might as well publish a man’s 
Bible, or a child’s Bible, or a lawyer’s Bible, 
or a shoemaker’s Bible. I know the idea is 
industriously disseminated that the Bible 
all the way through is the degradation of 
woman. But who has more worshipers to- 
day than any being that ever lived on earth, 
except Jesus Chrrist? Mary. For what 
purpose did Christ perform his first miracle 
upon earth? To relieve the embarrassment 
of a womanly housekeeper at the falling 
short of a beverage. Why did Christ break 
up the silence of the tomb and tear off the 
shroud and rip up the rocks? It was to stop 
the bereavement of the two Bethany sisters. 
If the Bible in its present state is so antag- 
onistic to woman, how do you account for 
the difference in woman’s condition in China 
and Central Africa, and her condition in En- 
gland and America? There is no difference, 
except that which the Bible makes. The 
Bible is a friend of man; it is a better friend 
to: woman. Ah! you know there is not a 
person in all Christendom today but knows 
the Bible is woman’s emancipation, woman’s 
eulogy, woman’s joy, woman’s heaven, As 
the Bible in its present shape is doing so 
much for woman, and has been her best ad- 
vocate, I do not see any need of a woman’s 
Bible. T. De Witt TALMAGE.”’ 


‘"The Woman's Bible will be a decided det- 
riment to the cause of woman suffrage. The 
best women everywhere are evangelical 
Christians, and these will be led to believe 
the leaders of woman suffrage are what is 
termed ‘freethinkers.’ I have been con- 
vinced always the ‘new woman’ has been in- 
troduced to the church and the world by no 
less a personage than the Lord Jesus Christ. 
The Gospel gives entire freedom to woman, 
We want no new Bible. I think it utterly 
preposterous that a committee of women 
should presume to give us a woman’s Bible. 
It is wholly incomprehensible. Among the 
members of this committee, of which Mrs. 
Stanton is Chairman, there is probably not 
one Hebrew or Greek scholar.+I don’t be- 
lieve there are six thorough Hebrew schol- 
ars among all of the women in this country.

“The very title of the book is ridiculous. It 
sounds like ‘American Sabbath.’ One is as 
offensive and as untrue as the other. The 
Bible has no more special purport regarding 
sex than the Sabbath has regarding locality.

Bible.’ It really is an attack upon the Bible. 
The name is a mere cloak for a most bitter 
attack upon Christianity. As such it will, of 
course, require to be answered by Christian 
scholars—provided they deem it worth their 
while. I do not wish to say anything to dis- 
parage the efforts of women, There are 
cultured, scholarly, strong-minded, states- 
manlike women, but I have small hopes from 
this present enterprise.

END “ SKIN” PAVING. 


Complaints That “Skin” Contractors 


Injure Improvements by Crooked 
Work Are So Many and Frequent a 
Remedy Is Determined Upon Which 


Will Prevent the Collusion Between 
Inspectors and Contractors—What 
Men Who Want Honest Work Say. 
An attempt is being made to eliminate the 
“skin contractor” 
street paving and street improvement work 
in this city. Complaints have been increas- 
ing fpr a long time and the necessity for 
some istrong reform is evident. The remedy 
comes from the. contractors themselves 
and has assumed shape as a carefully drawn 


ordinance, which will be voted upon next 


Monday night. 

The ways of the “skin contractor” are 
described as being many and devious. For 
example it is asserted that not infrequently 
work will be bid for at figures less than the 
price ‘which is afterward to be paid for the 
mere/material. A case is quoted in which 
a certain firm of contractors and manu- 
facturers bid on a piece-of work which re- 
quired, according to the specifications, the 
use of 25,000 cubic yards of crushed stone. 


This firm was:.underbid and the contractor | 


purchased his stone from his unsuccessful 
rival,'paying the higher pricetherefor. But 
all that was purchased was 17,000 cubic 
yards, The city paid for 8,000 cubic yards 
which were not used. 


| |Coellusion Is Charged. 

Under existing conditions the contractor 
and inspector are supposed to be checks 
upon each other, while it is said to be a fact 
that they are constantly in collusion. How 
to remedy this state of affairs is a matter 
which has become of supreme importance 
and strong steps have been taken. 

First a rough draft of an ordinance was 
made! and submitted to a number of the 
most iresponsible contractors and put into 
shape; It was then introduced in the Coun- 
cil by) Ald. O'Neill and refered to the Judi- 
clary committee. It was then sent to the 
Corporation Counsel and carefully exam- 
ined by him. It met his cordial approval 
and then was placed in the hands of a special 
subcommittee. This body worked sedulous- 
ly and consulted a great number of contract- 
ors and others and reported it favorably 
on Manday night. 


Text of the Ordinance, 


This ordinance, which is as follows, comes 
up for final passage next Monday: 

“An ordinance concerning street improve- 
ments—Be it ordained by the City Council of 
the City of Chicago: 

“Seq, 1. That there shall hereafter be in- 
serted in all contracts and specifications for 
streetiimprovements a provision that before 
the final estimate is issued and final pay- 
ment made on such contract, the contractor 
shall @eliver to the Commissioner of Public 
Works his sworn written statement of the 


‘amount, kind, arid quality of the several 


materjals required, that were delivered upon 
and incorporated into the work, by whom 
the same was furnished to said contractor; 
also the team tickets, freight receipts, etc., 
showing delivery, together with a statement 
in writing under oath of the party or parties 
furnishing such materials to the contractor, 
setting forth the kind, quality, and quantity 
of all materials furnished by them respective- 
ly, anfi delivered upon and incorporated in 
the wprk, and no final estimate, nor final 
payment shall be made by the city or any of 
its officers until such sworn statements shall 
have been furnished, as aforesaid, and veri- 
fied by the Department of Public Works 
through the reports of its inspectors or 
otherwise. 

“Seq 2. Any person, firm, or corporation 
that shall make or furnish any false state- 
ment as to the matter aforesaid shall there- 
after be debarred from again bidding uj on 
city contracts, or furnishing materials there- 
for, and it shall be unlawful for any city 
officer; to let or award any contract for a 
public; improvement to any such person, 
firm, or corporation. | : 

“Sea 8. All inspectors of this city, on such 
work,/shall keep and return to the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works an accurate account 
and réport of the quantity and quality of all 
materjals incorporated in such work, and 
the same shall be compared by the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works with the sworn state- 
ments above required. and such sworn state- 
ments and inspectors’ reports shall be there- 
after preserved by said Commissioner. 

‘‘Seq. 4. Nothing in this ordinance shall be 
deeme¢d to abridge or restrict in any way the 
right jof this city to inspect or dig up for in- 
spection any street to determine whether 
the work thereon has been done accordin 
io contract, and the proper quantity an 


quality of material used therein.” 


Contractors Like It. 
A number of contractors were interviewed 


i yesterday on this subject and all declared 


themgelves in favor of the passage of the 
ordinance. 

Eugene R. Cox of the Barber Asphalt com- 
pany paid: ‘I am most surely in favor of the 
passage! of that ordinance. Indeed I am 
seme responsible for its third section. I 
have thad frequent conversations with the 
Mayor and the Commisssioner of Public 
Works on the necessity of radical improve- 
ment fin the matter of inspection. The sys- 
tem in this city is simply outrageous. This 
ordinance is devised to make improvement 
in this direction. Under it there will be 
three checks possible—the contractor, the 
manufacturer, and the inspector.’ 

Jason H. Shepard of Dolese & Shepard 
said: '‘No honest man, contractor, or man- 
ufacturer, can possibly object to that ordi- 
nance, Something of the kind has long been

Meat barons at the Union Stock~Yards 
understand something of manipulating a 
Squeeze in. their products. For .the first 
time in their career, perhaps, they have an 


epportunity to understand the sensation of | 


being squeezed, for the salt combine has got 
them in a corner. Rock salt has heen ad- 
vanced in price nearly 100 per cent. The 
packers are so sure it is going higher that 
within: a week three of the largest ones, act- 
ing in their spirit of rebellion against the 
combine controlling it, dispatched trusted 
neuen to find out whether salt could be bought 
elsewhere. Their agents have returned and 
reported the combine seems to have every- 
thing ‘‘coopered.” Yesterday a representa- 
tive of one of the biggest packers said: 

“We can’t buy salt in less than fifty car- 
load lots, and today I was told by the com- 
bine they might as well charge us $50 a ton 
for it, because they had it all. I guess they 
have, but I don’t think the situation is a bit 
funny." 

Packers at the Stock-Yards require rock 
Salt for certain of their processes of curing. 
Other varieties do not satisfactorily answer 
the purposes, it is said. Their consumption 
amounts, it is stated, to approximately 
1,500 @ars annually, or nearly 50,000 tons.

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‘BRIDGES IN BAD REPAIR. 


NO MONEY AVAILABLE TO BOLSTER 
UP FHE SHAKY STRUCTURES, 


Supt. Garretson Says the City Is Court- 
ing Damage Suits by Neglecting the 
Improvements—Great Holes in the 
Flooring of Many Bridges and Via- 
ducts a Constant Menace—Plian to 
Swing Bridges by Electricity and 
Dispense with the Tenders. 

There are sixty-eight bridges of various 
kinds in Chicago. There is also an equal 
number of viaducts. At present nearly every 
one of them needs some sort of repairing. 
But it cannot be done. There is no money to 
do that kind of work. The appropriation has 
been exhausted, and all the men discharged. 

In some respects a serious state of things 
exists. Many of the bridges are in a danger- 
ous condition. Floorings have worn out un- 
til in numerous placgs holes extend clear 
through the planks. ‘Joseph L. Garretson, 
Superintendent of the Bridge Department, 
says he gets scores of complaints every day 
from people engaged in heavy teaming, call- 
ing his atention to these matters. Many of 
them say they fear to drive acros some of 
the structures lest their teams and wagons 
break through and fall into the river. But 
Mr. Garretson can do noth!ng to remedy the 
Situation now. His only hope is that the 
Council will make an appropriation next 
year large enough to permit of every bridge 
and viaduct being put in good shape. 

The appropriation this*year for “ordinary 
repairs to bridges and viaducts and ap- 
proaches to same, including superintend- 
ence, material, ete.,’’ was £189,700. OF 
this amount $110,000 wert to maintenance, 
sundry supplies, and pay-roll: $30,000 to 
maintenance of approaches, $6,000 to re- 
building approaches to Randolph street 
bridge, $500 to paving roadway on Ran- 
dolph street bridge, $9,000 to rebuilding 
Fifth avenue approach to Twelfth street 
bridge, $2,800 for reffooring State street via- 
duct, and on through a list of small repairs 
to Desplaines street ‘viaduct, Milwaukee 
avenue viaduct—which, by the way, was 
never made,,so it seems, notwithstanding 
there was $4,200 set aside for that purpose; 
Madison street bridge and viaduct: Adams 
street bridge; new turn-table; Adams stréet 
viaduct, new pavement: Indiana street 
bridge; Chittenden bridge, South Chicago; 
Washington street bridge, Blue Island ave- 
nue, Center.avenue, and Throop street via- 
‘ducts; and $5,000 fer general painting, until 
every cent, except barely sufficient to keep 
the forty-eight tenders and twelve coal- 
heavers going, was expended. 

“We ought to have $300,000," said Supt. 
Garretson. “It will take that much money 
to make the improvements that really ought 
to be made. Several of the structures are 
in a much worse and more dangerous con- 
dition than anybody can conceive of who 
has not seen them. 

“Five or six years ago there was an 
epidemic in the bridge and viaduct building 
line. Hardly anything in the way of re- 
pairs has ever been done to any of those 
structures. At the very best and under the 
most favorable circumstances the life of 
the wood work of any of‘our bridges is five 
years, ijardly a .structure in this city 
should be allowed to go that long. Where 
the travel is greatest a flooring of two-inch 
oak plank will wear out in from six to eight 
months. 

“All along both branches of the river are 
bridges on which the flooring, whether cedar 
blocks or only planks, has rotted and worn 
away until teams might break through 
them any time. Furthermore, the protec- 
tions are in bad order. They have been 
patched up until they look disgraceful. We 
have forty-eight swinging bridges and 
twenty fixed spans. Then, too, the sixty- 
eight viaducts, running from fifty to 4,000 
feet in length, are rapidly becoming dilapi- 
dated. The thing I most fear is a catastro- 
phe that will entail greater expense upon the 
city than would the expenditure of every 
dollar necessary to put all these highway 
constructions in proper and safe order. With 
an outlay in time of a few dollars we might 
be preventing a bad and costly break.” 

Mr. Garretson has. a scheme for doing 
away with bridgetenders. He proposes to 
open and close them by means of électricity 
and says it can be done easily. The only 
thing required, according to his plan, is to 
erect a power-house and string a wire from 
one bridge to the other. 


COWBOY ABDUCTS HIS OWN WIFE. 


Back After Twenty Years and 
Runs Away with Her. 

Hudson, Mich., Nov. 20.—[{Special.]—The 
sleepy and ancient village of Medina, six 
miles from this city, was the scene of a 
wild West raid and abduction today that is 
thrilling and romantic itn all of its details. 

Years ago, while a sweet girl of 17, Mrs. 
Aga Manning, new a prepossessing matron 
.of 55, was married to a man named Davis, 
who disappeared when the honeymoon was 
sped, and after years of search and waiting 
she gave him up for dead and was married 
to Mr. Manning, a well-to-do farmer in Me- 
dina, and has lived a happy life. 

Today Davis arrived in Medina from the 
West with a lot of cowboy companions and 
terrorized the little hamlet by riding up and 
down the street tn the way of the wild and 
woolly West. 

He saw the wife of his youth and made 
several desperate attempts to capture her 
single handed. Failing in this, he called 
upon his companions and they seized and 
gagged her and started with their victim 
far the Ohio line, a few miles distant. 

The greatest consternation and excitement 
followed. The officers were hastily notified 
and are now in hot pursuit of the abductors, 
and the county is wild with excitement.

He then turned off the current, set 
the brakes, and jumped. 

He testified he saw no red light, and be- 
lieved had there been one. displayed he would 
have seen it. He admitted he had been mis- 
led by the fact that the electric cut-off pro- 
vided the street railway company as a safe- 
guard was out of order.

DEFICIT IN THE NATION’S REVENUE, 


Carlisle Will Make a Bad Showing to 
Congress—Deficit About Fifty Mili- 
ions. 

New York Times [free trade], Nov. 20: 
Undoubtedly Secretary Carlisle will not be 
able to make so good a showing when Con- 
gress meets as he expected to be able to 
make. In his report of December of last 
year he said: ‘‘My opinion is that the laws 
now in for¢e will yield an ample revenue 


for .the fiscal year 1896, as all their provis- 


ions will then be operative, and the pros- 
pective improvement of the business of the 
country, if realized, will greatly increase the 
resources ftom which taxes are collected, 
and, accordingly, a surplus of $28,814,920 
is estimated for that year.’”’ And he sub- 
mitted the following table of estimated re- 
ceipts-and e@xpenditures for the fiscal year 
of 1806: ;

This requires an average monthly surplus 
of a little over $2,400,000 and would give a 
net surplus by the first of November, when 
the Secretary’s figures are taken for his an- 
nual report, of $9,600,000 

As a matter of fact, the receipts for the 
first four months of the fiscal yeur have 
been a littlé under $115,000,000 and the ex- 
penditures a little over $138,000,000, leaving 
a net deficit of $18,000,000 [or at the rate of 
$48,000,000 for the fiscal year]. Of course 
there is no reason to suppose that this will 
be made up and the surplus estimated by 
the Secretary be supplied during the remain- 
ing two-thirds of the fiscal year. It is to be 
remembered also that the Secretary’s esti- 
mate that the deficit on the Ist of July, 1895, 
would be $20,000,000 was not borne out and 
that it was in round numbers twice that 
amount. 

It is easy enough to explain why the Sec- 
retary’s estimates were at fault, through 
the failure of the income tax and through 
the influence on business of the disturbed 
condition of the Treasury, neither of which 
he could possibly have foreseen. We are 
not now ergaged with the explanation of 
the Secretary’s estimates, but with the fact 
that he will have to report to Congress that 
the revenue laws have not yielded the re- 
turns that very naturally were expected 
from them: The expenditures have been 
kept well within bounds. For the first ten 
months of 1895 they have amounted to $309,- 

2,000, or an average of a little less than 
$31,000,000 per month. Mr. Carlisle’s esti- 
mate was $87,333,000 a month. The trouble 
has been with the receipts. The internal 
revenue has pretty steadily advanced from 
the lowest point at the beginning of the year, 
$9,117,000, to $13,217,000 for October. Cus- 
toms receipts, on the other hand, have been 
irregular, commencing with $17, 606,000 in 
January, falling to $12,130,000 in June, ris- 
ing to $15,639,000 in August, and closing ‘with 
$13,773,000 in October, the average for the 
ten months; being $14,122,000. With all pos- 
sible economy the government must count 
for some little time to come on a deficit in 
receipts over expenditures of several million 
dollars a month. 

This simple fact raises necessarily the 
question of.:a change in the tax laws. This 
question would be readily disposed of were 
the adminfstration and the Congress of 
ihe same view as to the principles of taxa- 
tion. They) are diametrically opposed, and 
it becomes|important to consider whether 
they will agree upon any measure, and, if 
they do notiagree, how far the President will 
be justified in adhering to his principles. 
Of actual agreement there is now very little 
indication. |

WEST SIDE CABLE DROPS, 


STOCK TOUCHES THE LOWEST POINT 
REACHED IN MONTHS. 


——— 


Four of the Big Brokers Appear as 
Sellers—Conflicting Stories About 
the Earnings of. the System-—Gov- 
erning Committee of the Steck Ex~- 
ehange Again Refuses to List Min- 
ing Stocks—Mining Exchange May 
Now Be Started. 

West Chicago sold at the lowest figure for 
months yesterday, going as low as 118%. The 
course of West Side steck was a surprise to 


brokers, who were unable to assign any 


plausible reasen for the market. Four of 
the big houses were among the  Seilers. 
Jamieson, Walker & Wrenn, Baldwin & 
Farnum, and A. O. Slaughter were the sell- 
ers, and the fact that these firms should ap- 
pear simultaneously was a source of some 
comment. Slaughter has been a bear on 
West Side stock for some time, and the drop 
to 119 some days ago was the result of his 
selling. The others who appeared as sellers 
yesterday have not been on that side of the 
market on West Chicago, and as a result 
of the four appearing in the same line 
rumors of a raid were started and given 
credence by many. There were stories in 
circulation to account for the low prices, the 
one which was given most credence being 
that the increase in the earnings of the 
Lake street had been taken almost entirely 
\ from the West Side cable system. A broker 
\who is supposed to be on the inside regard- 
ing the affairs of the West ChicagoStreet 
railroad said the earnings this year would 
not exceed 6 per cent, and that they might 
be even less. On the other hand, there are 
good bull stories being circulated. It is said 
the earnings will not be less than 8 per cent, 
and that the new electric lines are showing 
an increase in traffic much in excess of the 
most favorable predictions that were madé 
before they were put in operation. However, 
the fact remains that the price for West 
Side is down and that more stock could have 
been had at the low figure of yesterday if 
there had been purchasers. 

The West Chicago Stréet railroad is cred- 
if@d with having in view some more down- 
town trolley lines to offset the elevated 
loop. The Van Buren street line is run by 
electricity as far down-town as Market 
street, crossing the river on the Adams 
street bridge. From Market street the cars 
are pulled through the down-town district 
by horses. The cars are too heayy for horses 
and there are delays which are annoying to 
the patrons of the line, and there has been 
much complaint in consequence. The West 
Twelfth stret cars are attached to the Blue 
Island cable trains and brought through the 
Vah Buren street tunnel and around the 
down-town loop as trailers. Recently the 
company strung trolley wires in the tunnel, 
and it is now said the company will soon 
introduce ordinances in the City. Council for 
the right to extend the trolley wires through 
the down-town district. If this should be 
done and the ordinance should be passed it 
would undoubtedly add to the traffic of these 
lines. The fact that an opening wedge has 
been put in by the Chicago City railway in 
the getting of & franchise on Clark street as 
far north as Washington makes it almost 
a certainty that an ordinance could be se- 
cured by the West Chicago for any down- 
towh streets it might ask. 


Mining Stocks Again Turned Down. 

The Governing committee of the Chicago 
Stock Exchange has again set down on the 
proposition to ist mining stocks. The com- 
mittee held another meeting yesterday to 
consider the question, and after a full dis- 
cussion of it the proposition was unanimous- 
ly voted down. ‘This is-the second time the 
question has been before the Governing com- 
mittee and on both occasions the result has 
been the same. The sentiment on the ex- 
change is not unanimously against the meas- 
ure and there is some difference of opinion 
among the members of the committee. At 
the meeting yesterday those who favored the 
listing of the securities saw there was no 
hope of the proposition being carried, and 
so when the matter came toa vote they were 
silent. The probability now is that a mining 
exchange will soon be opened in Chicago 
where only mining shares will be handled. 
There is an unquestioned demand for this 
class of sécurities here, and where there is 
a demand there is certain to be some one to 
fill the demand. The ahnouncement in THES 
TRIBUNE that Kennett, Hopkins & Co. 
would soon havea private wire to Colorado 
Springs was a surprise to the brokers, 
though it developed there were a number 
who had in contemplation the same thing 
A number of brokers have had under con- 
sideration télecraphic communication, and 
some had gone so fares to ask for and ob- 
tain figures from the telegraph companies. 
The Western Union Building is being con- 
sidered for the rooms of the proposed ex- 
change. 

Some of the members of the local Stock 
Exchange will start a movement for the 
amending of the rules so as to allow them 
to take a membership in the! Mining Ex- 
change, if it should be started, George P. 
Perkins & Co. have opened offices in the 
New York Life Euilding for the sale of Crip- 
ple Creek gold mining stocks. The prob- 
abilities of a mining exchange coming into 
existence are good, but there are many who 
express grave doubts as to whether it can 
ever be made a success. 

There will be another meeting of the vari- 
ous parties in interest in the Alley ‘‘L’’ re- 
organization plan today. John J. Mitchell, 
the Chairman, said yesterday there would 
be nothing definite to give out for some days. 
Col, Wolcott, the third member of the Stock- 
holders’ Reerganization committee, seems to 
have practically withdrawn from the move- 
ment. He has been in Chicago only twice, 
and then for only a day or two, since the 
committee was organized. It is now an- 
nounced he will not be here again until the 
plan has been completed, and that he wiil 
then come on and affix his signature to the 
document. He told the other members to 
£0 on with the work and that anything they 
might do would meet with his approval. 


Has Not Seen the Gas Pian. 


Attorney-General Moloney was credited 
Ly the afternoon papers yesterday with hav- 
ing had the gas reorganization plan pre- 
sented to him and with having turned it 
down. Mr. Moloney denies in the most em- 
phatic language that there is any truth in 
the statement. e says no plan of any kind 
has been presented to him and that his only 
kngwledge of the manner in which it is pro- 
posed to consolidgte the various companies 
has been gained from reading the news- 
papers. He is still expecting the plan to be 
brought to him,. however. The application 
for an injunction to prevent the proposed 
consolidation, which was to have been 
heard in the United States Court yesterday, 
was again postponed.

SENATOR cmsenene DENOUNCES 
TRUNK LINE TRUST POOL. 


Says the New Agreement Is Barefaced 
Effrontery and Cannot Stand Be- 
fore the Provisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce Law — Western 
Reads Boost the Rates on Hard Coal 
te an Excessive Figure—Southern 
Pacific Is Boycetted. 

The worst scared lot ef peeple in the city 
yesterday were the soliciting freight agents 
of the varieus Hastern roads and the fast 
freight lines. It is well understood few 
freight solicitors will be required after the 
trunk line trust agreement has gone into 
effect Jan. 1. Heretofore the freight so- 
licitors were virtually the rate-making pow- 
ers. So keen and active was the competi- 
tion between the various east-bound lines 
freight solicitors were permitted to cut 
rates whenever they deemed it necessary to 
secure the. business. But this agreement 
will prevent competition between the vari- 
ous roads. While it is denied the new agree- 
ment is a pool under the meaning of the 
inter-State commerce act, yet it is well 
known each road is guaranteed a percent- 
age of the business. When a road has car- 
ried more than its allotted share of the bus- 
iness it is ordered to accept no freight ex- 
cept such as it is compelled to take until the 
lines which failed to carry their allotted 
Proportion have caught up again. If this 
fails to even up the percentage shortages 
will be made good by cash payments. This 
is the reason why the trust lines are re- 
quired to deposit $50,000 and pay 1 per cent 
of its gross earnings monthly into the trust. 

A strong attempt will be made as soon as 
Congress meets to secure a repeal of the 
anti-pooling section of the inter-State com- 
merce act, and ff this is successful the meth-

entirely to money settlements. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—Speaking of 
the agreement signed in New York yester- 
day by the officers of the Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation Senator Chandler today said: 

‘IT have not examined the contract in de- 
tail. Apparently, the railroad managers 
have been trying during six months to modi- 
fy the agreement so as fo avoid appearing 
to violate the law. Yet it now stands as a 
trust agreement in restraint of trade and 
commerce, the making of the rates for every 
road being committed to the board repre- 
senting all the roads, so that no road can 
lower any of its rates to the public without 
violating the agreement. The provision for 
fining each road which may break the agree- 
ment and using the fine for the benefit of the 
other roads is an illegal division of earnings. 
The President, the Attorny-General, and 
Chairman Morrison can easily defeat the 
agreement by procuring the indictment of 
all the signers under both the anti-trust and 
anti-pooling statutes. The recital in the 
agreement that the managers do not intend 
to violate the inter-State commerce law is 
the meanest subterfuge ever attempted to 
be imposed upon an intelligent community. 
The law now explicitly forbids pooling 
agreements and trusts like this. The whole 
object of the ratiroad Presidents is to make 
a trust and a pooling agreement, and it is 
barefaced effrontery to insert this pretense 
of a desire to observe the law. I cannot 
add anything to my emphatic utterances 
concerning this crime to what I have said 
in my letters to the President and his sub- 
ordinate. If this gigantic trust can deliber- 
ately and defiantly trample upon national 
law no trust can be suppressed in America.” 


EXCESSIVE RATE ON HARD COAL 


Advance Made by Western Roads from 
$1 Per Ton to 83. 

Notice has been issued by Chairman Midg- 
ley of the Western Freight Association 
ordering an advance in hard coal rate to $3 
per ton from Chicago to Missouri Rive 
points, and a corresponding advance to a 


other points, the new rate to be made ef- 
fective Dec. 5. When provision rates were 
‘advanced a short time age from twelve and 
one-half cents per 100 pounds to fifteen 


cents, Chicago to the Missouri River, the 
hard coal rates were advanced frem §1 per 
ton to $2 per ton, and it was then stated the 
latter rate would be quite remunerative, and 
no further advance would be attempted, 
Yet within a few days of the advance of the 
hard coal rate to $2 per ton another advance 
ef $1 per ton is tacked on, One road held 
out against the $3 rate for quite a while on 
the ground the rate would be excessive, but 
the other roads which were determined to 
get all the traffic could bear prevailed upon 
it to change its mind. The new rate is 
altogether out of proportion to the advanced 
rates charged on other articles of freight, 
and is the more unjust as the common peo- 
ple who have to use hard coal this winter 
and have failed to lay in their supply are 
the ones who will have to suffer. 


Southern Pacific Boycotted. . 

A boycott has been declared against the 
Southern Pacific by the Western Passenger 
Association lines because that road persists 
in,;paying excessive commissions to immi- 
grant agents for diverting the immigrant 
traffic via New Orleans. The boycott was 
inaugurated a week ago, but the action was 
kept a profound secret because there is 
still a chance of the Southern Pacific joining 
the immigrant agreement and stopping its 
peculiar practices. The Southern Pacific ap- 
pears to have become considerably alarmed 
over the action of the Western roads’ erder- 
ing a diversion of their immigrant traffic to 
the coast over the Santa Fé and oe tye the 
excessive rates of commission paid by the 
Southern Pacific. General Passenger Agent 
Goodman of this road arrived here yester- 
day and will attend a meeting of the Advis- 
ory Committee of the Western Im t 
Clearing-House for the consideration of the 
matter. The Southern Pacific has hereto- 
fore attempted to throw all the blame for 
the diversfon of business by unfair means 
via New Orleans upon the Seaboard Air 
line, but the Western roads refused to accept 
the explanation.

“WEAKNESS*OF HUMAN NATURE.” 


Why the Germans Are Naturally Op- 
posed to crane: ianaronnens with Sunday 
Beer. 

London Times, Nov. 8: While it is to be 
deplored that the German voters of New 
York did not prefer a high ideai to Sunday 
beer, we must take account of the weakness 
of human nature. In their own land ‘“‘Sun- 
day beer,’’ so far from being regarded as a 
vicious indulgence to be stamped out by re- 
pressive laws, is reckoned among the most 
harmless and customary of popular enjoy- 
ments. “Those who have watched thousands 
of Germans in the beer gardens of conti- 
nental cities on Sundays will understand 
with what a shock the proscription of such 
scenes must have come upon the immigrants 
to the United States. The Germans in 
America have, our correspondent truly says, 
“been among the best of citizens.’’ They have 
supplied a large part of the strength of the 
Republicarm party.. It is doubtful policy to 
embitter and alienate them by uncompro- 
mising Sabbatarianism and crude repressive 
legislation. No doubt it was wrong to iden- 
tify the anti-Tammany campaign with the 
Sunday closing law, though this was par- 
tially due to the tactics of some conspicuous 
opponents of Tammany. It was still less 
justifiable to give electoral support to the 
evils of Tammany rule in order to gratify a 
grudge against a section—possibly not a very 
wise one—among the reformers. But a Ger- 
man, whether he calls himself a reformer or 
not, ‘who is cut off from his Sunday beer is 
very human.

G. N. Curzon, British Under Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, said in a recent speech at 
Derby, as reported in the London Times: 
** As the world became filled up, as popula- 
tions and trade developed, as the opportu- 
nity for colonization and for new markets be- 
came exhausted, and as the needs for new 
markets increased at the same time, and 
as the number of possible new markets did 
not increase in the same ratio, so would the 
points of contact and the friction that too 
often. resulted from contact between rival 
nations increase. That was a condition that 
our country was likely to feel more and more 
in the future. [Hear, hear.] England was 
first, and not merely first, but almost alone 
in the field; but where fifty years ago we had 
every liberty of movement to go where we 

‘chose, we had within the last twenty years 
‘scarcely walking room: where we had walk- 
.ing room, now we had scarcely elbow room; 
and now, where Eineland had hardly elbow 
room, she very soon would hardly have room 
to move. [Hear, hear.] It might be thought 
that as these opportunities for contact and 
frictions became multiplied the probability 
was that risk of war would become more 
acute, That was t necessarily the case. 
{Hear, hear.] There were other considera- 
tions which might modify that view.”
